tives of the Miners and the opeftucrs 
of the anthracite region, and all dis- 
putes arisicg under the contract shall 
be adjusted as provided for in the said 
agreement. 


Second—We demand the complete 


recognition of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America as a party to negotiate 
a wage contract, and that the United 
Mine Workers of America shall be 
recognised in our right to provide any 
method we may adopt for the collec- 
tion of revenues for the organization. 


Third—That w« demand an eight- 


hour day, with no reduction of wages. 


Fourth—That all coal shall be mined 


and paid for by the ton of 2000 pounds. 


Fifth—That we demand a definite 


and more uniform scale of wages and 
prices for all classes of labor at all 
collieries in the anthracite region; and j 
that all employes paid less man $1.50 
per day shall receive a 10 per cent j 
advance, and all employes paid more ! 
than $1.50 and less than $2 per day, 
shall receive a 5 per cent advance. 


Sixth—That the system whereby 


a contract miner has more than one 
job. or employs two laborers, be abol- 
ished. 


REFUGEES DIE IN 


BURNING TRAIN

Flames Fiftm Perish. 


Fifteen people lost their lives on 


Thursday night in the burning of 
the Detroit & Mackinaw Raiyway com- 
pany's relief train, which was carrying 
the inhabitants of the Mule village of 
Hetz. Mich., twenty-three miles north 
of Alpena. to safety from the for- 
est fires which were sweeping away 
their homes. The ill-fated train was 
ditched by spreading rails at Nowicki 
siding, a few miles south of Metz. and 
the terrified refugees were forced to 
abandon the cars and rush for safety 
either down the track, with burning 
forests on either side, or into the 
plowed fields near the siding. Eleven 
of the victims were women and chil- 
dren. who were unable to escape quick- 
ly enough from the gondola car which 
they were occupying. Their charred 
bodies were found there when res- 
cuers reached the scene. Two of thi- 
men victims were members of the

Atlantic States Hidden

PhllMlelphift, Oct. SO.—In fire out oi 
mtx states where big forest fires arc 
burning the flames have now reached 
tfastructlTf 
proportions, and in Penn- 
sylvania alone more than a score of 
towns are now included in the 
fire 
area. A dense atmosphere of smoke 
and haze, which obscures the sun, pre- 
vails throughout the east. 


In the Pocono mountains, the Wyom- 
ing: valley, on Mount Penn. near Read- 
ing, and elsewhere, flres are spread- 
tng rapidly and starting again after 
having been apparently extinguished.

Third—That we demand an eight- 
hour day, with no reduction of wages.

Fifth—That we demand a definite 
and more uniform scale of wages and 
prices for all classes of labor at all 
collieries in the anthracite resion; and 
that all employes paid less tnan $1.50 
per day shall receive a 10 per cent 
advance, and all employes paid more 
than |1.50 and less than %2 per day, 
shall receive a 5 per cent advance.

Atlantic States Hidden 
k a Pall ol Smoke. 


Philadelphia, Oct. SO.—In five out of 
six states where big forest fires are 
burning the flames have now reached 
destructive proportions, and in Penn­ 
sylvania alone more than a score of 
towns are now included in the fire 
area. A dense atmosphere of smoke 
and haze, which obscures the sun, pre­ 
vails throughout the east. 


In the Pocono mountains, the Wyom­ 
ing valley, on Mount Penn, near Read­ 
ing, and elsewhere, fires are spread­ 
ing rapidly and starting again after 
having been apparently extinguished. 
In several instances members of the 
Pennsylvania constabulary have been 
assisting in the fire fighting. 


In the Adirondacks, throughout the 
middle and lower sections, fires are 
burning, and the smoke from them 
has extended as far south as New 
York city.

Hills Swept By Fire. 


Columbia, Pa., Oct. 20.—Serious for­ 
est fires are now burning in the York 
county hills skirting the Susquehanna 
river, opposite Columbia. Hundreds of 
acres have been burned over, and the 
flames are still spreading. Despite the 
efforts of a small army of men engaged 
in fighting the fires, much valuable 
young timber has been destroyed. The 
smoke hangs thickly over Columbia 
Even Lancaster, fifteen miles away, is 
filled with smoke. 


Fires Raging In Maryland. 


Baltimore, Oct. 20.—Advices 
from 
the western part of the state say that 
forest fires are raging on South moun­ 
tain, Washington county, at present 
covering an area three miles long by 
half a mile wide. Farmers are making 
a hard fight against the flames. From 
the Eastern Shore comes the report 
of fires in the woods near Easton, Tal­ 
bot county, endangering that town.

Three days later; after 
her father and husband had sought for 
her in vain, she staggered into her 
father’s home and said that she could 
remember little that had happened 
during her absence except that she 
had been kept a prisoner in a swamp 
by two men. 


A few days later another attempt to 
kidnap her lrom her father's home was 
made, but was frustrated by the ap­ 
pearance of her husband. 


The story of Mrs. Meeriongola's ex­ 
periences in the Long Island country­ 
side is paralleled only by those tales 
of attacks in the Neapolitan mountains 
from which her assailants came. 


“On Oct. 10,M said the distracted 
husband, “she was coming home from 
her father’s and was near our house 
when two men sprang at her from 
the bushes.

“All that she would say was that 
she had been in the woods, and from 
the state of her clothing we could see 
she had suffered terribly.

“While we were gone the men came 
back to the house and, covering Mrs.

Miners Frame New Demands. 
The convention of the anthracite 
miners1 union at Scranton, Pa., ap­ 
proved the following demands to be 
presented to the operators: 


First—That an agreement shall be 
negotiated 
between the 
representa­ 
tives of the miners and the operators 
of the anthracite region, and all dis< 
putes arising under the contract shall 
be adjusted as provided for in the said 
agreement. 


Second—We demand the complete 
recognition of the United Mine Work­ 
ers of America as a party to negotiate 
a wage contract, and that the United 
Mine Workers of America shall be 
recognised in our right to provide any 
method we may adopt for the collec­ 
tion of revenues for the organization. 


Third—That we demand an eight- 
hour day, with no reduction of wages. 


Fourth—That all coal shall be mined 
and paid for by the ton of 2000 pounds. 


Fifth—That we demand a definite 
and more uniform scale of wages and 
prices for all classes of labor at all 
collieries in the anthracite region; and 
that all employes paid less tnan $1.50 
per day shall receive a 10 per cent 
advance, and all employes paid more 
than $1.50 and less than $2 per day, 
shall receive a 5 per cent advance. 


Sixth—That the 
system 
whereby 
a contract miner has more than ono 
job, or employs two laborers, be abol­ 
ished. 


After the convention had adjourned 
President Lewis saiu that the conven­ 
tion had appointed the national presi­ 
dent and the three district presidents 
to get into communication with the 
representatives of the operators for 
the purpose of agreeing upon a time 
when a joint conference of the repre­ 
sentatives of the miners and operators 
would be held.

It is a fact that many 
cadets have live or six women work- 
ing for them. 
The cadet follows his 
woman in the streets» sees how much 
she takes in» takes it away from hor, 
beats her and threatens to kill her if 
she tells of him in the courts." 


The 
School 
of 
Philanthropy 
re- 
served its most dreadful problem to 
the last,, and prostitution* considered 
at its closing session,.formed a sor- 
rowful climax to the long array of 
scenes from the underworld 
which 
have been unrolled on the top floor 
.of No. 105 East Twenty-second street. 


Miss Maude Miner, probation ofii- 
cer 
at 
the 
night court, was 
the 
speaker. 


"It is exceedingly 
difilcult," she 
continued, '*to get any girl to testify 
against the cadet who has had her^n 
bondage. 
She is afraid of him. 
It is 
very, very hard to get any man sen- 
tenced who has been liying on the 
earnings of such a woman, and when 
he is it is only to sic months on the 
island. 
I have known a girl to be 
driven to the street 
by her 
cadet 
within three weeks after the birth 
of her baby by threats of exposure to 
her 
parents, 
from whom 
she 
was 
carefully hiding the sort of life she 
was leading. 
I had turned over to 
my care last night a girl who was 
soon to become a mother. 
She was 
ill and miserable and needed care, 
yet she was soliciting on the street. 
I induced 
her to take me to 
her 
homo, and found that she was sup- 
porting a man who had driven her 
out to work. 
Some white women are 
supporting negro men; some Italian 
men are living on the tainted earn- 
ings of Jewish girls, and some Jewish 
men on those of Christian girls. 
The 
number of foreign men who are tak- 
ing up this kind of life is astonish- 
ing, and it is extraordinarily difficult 
to convict them." 


Miss 
Miner 
unqualifiedly 
con- 
demnecl the 
probation 
system 
for 
these women, 
excepting in one in- 
stance—that of the young girl ar- 
rested absolutely for the first time, 
who can be sent back to home, par- 
ents or friends by the probation offi- 
cer. 


•'There are girls who have been ar- 
rested twenty times and never sent 
away," said she; ''instead of benefit- 
ing them, that is harming them. 
The 
only thing they really fear or care for 
is imprisonment in a reformatory or 
elsewhere. 
I don't know that that 
would reform them, but it v/ould pre- 
vent great numbers of young girls 
entering the life. 
As it is now, the 
girl of the street tells the working 
girls that there is no danger ; she 
won't be 'sent away.' 
Certain impri- 
sonment for every arrest would deter 
great nunibers of gh'ls from entering 
the life. 
It is also almost impossible 
to get a bond forfeited. 
Sonic man 
puts up a bond for the girl's good be- 
havior. 
If she goes back 
to 
the 
street he should be made to forfeit 
that bond, but.that rarely happens. 
It all tends to make the girl despise 
the whole court system, 


"Young girls will continue to en- 
ter this life as long as so many men 
are going about the smaller towns to 
get girls into the life. 
This is a plain 
fact with Avhlch we ar^e confronted 
every day. 
The girls are induced to 
come to New York, sometimes to get 
work or better wages, sometimes for 
a good time. 
One girl of seventeen 
was put under my care who at four- 
teen had been invited to a roadhouse 
near a small town. 
She was kept a 
prisoner for a few days, and when 
she came out ruined it was only to 
come to New York and go into the 
life." 


Miss Miner declared 
strongly 
in 
favor of segregation of vice. 


"In the last three years prostitu- 
tion has spread alarmingly in the ten- 
ements," ßlie said. 
is because of 
the activity of the police in raiding 
the houses of the Tenderloin. 
I had 
one girl who rented a room in a tene- 
ment flat occupied by a man, wife and 
four children, and the children un- 
derstood the whole matter. 
The scat- 
tering of these women through the 
tenements horribly increases tempta- 
tion to young girls." 


"Miss Miner, can a man help at all 
in this work?" asked one of the men 
students. 


"Why, certainly," she replied, 
"In 
the whole cadet side of the question 
a man can be infinitely more useful 
than a woman. 
Plow can the woman 
probation oificer secure evidence to 
convict those men? 
And what can I 
do with a girl when I know that the 
instant' I let her out of my sight two 
or three men are just waiting to get 
hold of her, in order that she may 
he forced to support the one 
that 
gets her? 
The duty of men 
who 
want to help is to root out the cadet 
system." 


More even than cadets, however. 
Miss Miner found low wages and lack 
of earning capacity at the bottom of 
the evil, 


"If I could offer the girls anything 
more attractive," said she, "it would 
be an easier matter to get them out 
of the life. 
But their standards of 
life have been raised. 
They have be- 
come used to better-clothes, fopd and 
rooms. 
They hate to go back to the 
little dark rooms they lived in when 
they worked. 
They can hardly earn 
more than | 1 2 or $14 a month ^t 
housework. 
They are 
not 
skilled 
workers 
at 
anything. 
They 
have 
never had any mental, moral or in- 
dustrial training. 
They cannot make 
& living. 
A ftiw of them are mental 


ly deficient. 
Most of them, while not . 
deficient, are stupid; 
Their in:nor^ 
ance of everything is amazing. 
Many 
of them arc girls who earned only 53 
a week in the sewing trades, and, 
having no friends to live with, of 
course could not live on that sum. 
Most of them are not dangerous-- 
that is. not actively or intentionally 
ao. 
They are poor, stupid, ignorant 
victims. 
Tho bright street girl is 
dangerous, 
She is the one who robs 
men. and the cadets are all thieves 
and teach the girU how to steal in 
safety." 


Mrs. 
Falconer, 
of 
Philadelphia, 
closed the discussion. 
"New York is 
to be congratulated 
that it has a 
woman of Miss Minerva ability who 
will give her life at this forlorn out- 
post of the social battle," said she. 
"I don't know any other city in the 
United States that has such a woman. 
She isn't going to do much to pre- 
vent the social evil, but she is going 
to learn some facts about it and tell 
the rest of us. 
In her story we see 
the summing up of all the bad condi- 
tions we have mentioned this sum- 
mer. the mentally deficient left at 
large; the girl left without any train- 
ing to make a living; wages too low 
to live on; a condition of society in 
which no honest work a girl can do 
will give her the good food, clothes 
and housing that she can have in this 
way. 
Here we see the relentless re< 
suit of it all. 
And when we kno^V 
how .disease and 
vice 
are 
spread 
through society and inflicted on un- 
born children, we see the frightful 
menace of the girl who is developed 
physically and undeveloped mentally, 
morally and industrially."—From the 
New York Tribune.

SEGREGATION OF VICE. 


Miss Maude Miner, oí Night 
Court, "Favorg This System 


ttiCadets livo on the earnings of 
prostitutes; almost every woman of 
tho street is supporting some man, 
and the worst taunt one of them can 
give another is that her cadet has 
other women, 
It is a fact that many 
cadets have five or six women work­ 
ing for them. 
The cadet follows his 
woman in the streets, sees how much 
she takes in, takes it away from her. 
beats her and threatens to kill her if 
she tells of him in the courts.” 


The School of Philanthropy re­ 
served its most dreadful problem to 
the last,, and prostitution, considered 
at its closing session,.formed a sor­ 
rowful climax to the long array* of 
scenes from the underworld which 
have been unrolled on the top floor 
.of No. 103 East Twenty-second street, 


Miss Maude Miner, probation ofii- 
cer 
at 
the 
night court, was the 
speaker. 


“It is exceedingly 
difficult," she 
continued, “to get any girl to testify 
against the cadet who has had herein 
bondage. 
She is afraid of him. 
It is 
very, very hard to get any man sen­ 
tenced who has been Hying on the 
earnings of such a woman, and when 
he is it is on ly to sic months on the 
island. 
I have known a girl to be 
driven to the street by her cadet 
within three weeks after the birth 
of her baby by threats of exposure to 
her parents, from whom she was 
carefully hiding the sort of life she 
was leading. 
I had turned over to 
my care last night a girl who was 
soon to become a mother. 
She was 
III and miserable and needed care, 
yet she was soliciting on the street. 
I induced her to take me to her 
home, and found that she was sup­ 
porting a man who had driven her 
out to work. 
Some white women are 
supporting negro men; some Italian 
men are living on the tainted earn­ 
ings of Jewish girls, and some Jewish 
men on those of Christian girls. 
The 
number of foreign men who are tak­ 
ing up this kind of life is astonish­ 
ing, and it is extraordinarily difficult 
to convict them." 


Miss 
Miner 
unqualifiedly 
con­ 
demned the 
probation 
system 
for 
these women, excepting in one in­ 
stance— that of the young girl ar­ 
rested absolutely for the first time, 
who can be sent back to home, par­ 
ents or friends by the probation offi­ 
cer. 


“There are girls who have been ar­ 
rested twenty times and never sent 
away," said she; “instead of benefit­ 
ing them, that is harming them. 
The 
only thing they really fear or care for 
is imprisonment in a reformatory or 
elsewhere. 
I don’t know that that 
would reform them, but it would pre­ 
vent great numbers of young girls 
entering the life. 
As it is now', the 
girl of the street tells the working 
girls that there is no danger; she 
won't be ‘sent away.' 
Certain impri­ 
sonment for every arrest would deter 
great numbers of girls from entering 
the life. 
It is also almost impossible 
to get a bond forfeited. 
Somo man 
puts up a bond for the girl’s good be­ 
havior. 
If she goes back 
to 
the 
street he should be made to forfeit 
that bond, b u t.th at rarely happens. 
It all tends to make the girl despise 
the whole court system. 


“ Young girls will continue to en­ 
ter this life as long as so many men 
are going about the smaller towns to 
get girls into the life. This is a plain 
fact with which we arve confronted 
every day. 
The girls are induced to 
come to New York, sometimes to get 
work or better wages, sometimes for 
a good time. 
One girl of seventeen 
was put under my care who at four­ 
teen had been invited to a roadhouse 
near a small town. 
She was kept a 
prisoner for a few days, and when 
she came out ruined it was only to 
come to New York and go into the 
life." 


Miss Miner declared strongly In' 
favor of segregation of vice. 


“In the last three years prostitu­ 
tion has spread alarmingly in the ten­ 
ements," she said. 
“It is because of 
the activity of the police in raiding 
the houses of the Tenderloin. 
I had 
one girl who rented a room in a tene­ 
ment fiat occupied by a man, wife and 
four children, and the children un­ 
derstood the whole matter. The scat­ 
tering of these women through the 
tenements horribly increases tempta­ 
tion to young girls." 


“Miss Miner, can a man help at all 
in this work?" asked one of the men 
students. 
* 


“ Why, certainly," she replied. 
"In 
the wfhole cadet side of the question 
a man can be infinitely more useful 
than a woman. 
Plow can the woman 
probation officer secure evidence to 
convict those men? 
And what can I 
do with a girl when I know that the 
instanf I let her out of my sight two 
or three men are just waiting to get 
hold of her, in order that she may 
be forced to support the one that 
gets her? 
The duty of men who 
want to help is to rpot out the cadet 
system." 


More even than cadets, howfever, 
Miss Miner found low w'ages and lack 
of earning capacity at the bottom of 
the evil, 


“ If I could offer the girls anything 
more attractive," said she, “it would 
be an easier matter to get them out 
of the life. 
But their standards of 
life have been raised. 
They have be­ 
come used to better «clothes, fopd and 
rooms. They hate to go back to the 
little dark rooms they lived in when 
they worked. 
They can hardly earn 
more than $12 or $14 a month ^t 
housework. 
They are 
not skilled 
workers 
at 
anything. 
They have 
never had any mental, moral or in­ 
dustrial training. 
They cannot make 


ly deficient. Moat of them, while not , 
deficient, are stupid»* 
Their icrnor* 
ance of everything is amazing. Many 
of.them arc girls who earned only $3 
a week in the sewing trades, and* 
having no friends to live with, of 
course could not live on that sum. 
Most of them are not dangerous— 
that is, not actively or intentionally 
ao. 
They are poor, stupid, ignorant 
victims. 
The bright street girl is 
dangerous. 
She is the one who robs 
men, and the cadets are all thieves 
and teach the girls how to steal in 
safety." 
" Mrs. 
Falconer, 
of Philadelphia, 
closed the discussion. 
“New York is 
to be congratulated that it has a 
woman of Miss Minor's ability who 
will give her life at this forlorn out­ 
post of the social battle," said she. 
“I don’t know any other city in the 
United States that has such a woman. 
She isn’t going to do much to pre­ 
vent the social evil, but she is going 
to learn some facts about it and tell 
the rest of us. 
In her story we see 
the summing up of all the bad condi­ 
tions we have mentioned this sum­ 
mer, the mentally deficient left at 
large; the girl left without any train­ 
ing to make a living; wages too low 
to live on; a condition of society in 
which no honest wvork a girl can do 
will give her the good food, clothes 
and housing that she can have in this 
way. 
Here we see the relentless re­ 
sult of it all. 
And when we know 
how .disease and 
vice 
are 
spread 
through society and inflicted on un­ 
born children, we see the frightful 
menace of the girl who is developed 
physically and undeveloped mentally, 
morally and industrially."— From the 
New York Tribune.

Then sponge with a clean cloth and 


turpentine, or better still, alcohol or 
chloroform, and wipe cry. 


A fresher and smoother looking 


surface is obtained when alcohol or 
chloroform is used, as these two sub- 
stances evaporate more quickly than 
does turpentine.—New York Press. 


TO CLEAN BLACK DRESSES.

R e m a k i n g 
W o r n - o u t 
F a r m s . 


A young farmer in Kansas is the 
owner of a quarter section of land 
upon which wheal has been grown 
continuously for twenty-ilvo 
years. 
The production on this farm has de- 
creased during the last few years, 
and the farmer, knowing nothing of 
any crop but wheat, asked the advice 
of the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington, and was told that he 
had exhausted his farm by the too 
long continued growing of one crop. 
There was the need of the growing of 
some crop that would put back into 
the soil the qualities that the wheat 
had taken from It. 
Even with the 
best results from wheat there would 
be a greater profit In the farm if 
greater-^diversification were Indulged 
in. 
The farm was mapped out with 
certain fields in alfalfa, certain in 
coVn followed by peas, certain in tim- 
othy, and so on, the proportions be- 
ing such as to provide for tho given 
number of hogs and cattle which were 
known to bring added profit on such 
a farm. 
The exact results that would 
be derived from following these di- 
rections wore twice any sum he had 
ever produced on the farm before. 


A farmer in Ohio wrote that he 
had struggled for twenty years on an 
eighty-acre farm, heavily mortgaged, 
but had been unable to reduce his 
debt or rise above a poverty that 
made the bringing up of his family a 
humiliation because of the lack of 
any advant-ages he was able tn give 
them. 
He asked if there was any 
hope for him upon the farm, or if he 
might as well give up the fight. The 
department requested that he make 
a detailed report of his farm and its 
soils, and upon this it based a plan 
of farming which he was recommend- 
ed to follow to the letter. 
There was 
a profit the first year of $2000, and 
the department 
believes that 
ulti- 
mately the despised eighty acres can 
be made to yield $5000 a year.—The 
World To-day.

Mme. Curie Disputes Sir W. Ramsey, 


Mme. Curie, who shares with the 
late Pierre Curie, her husband, 
the 
honor of having discovered radium, 
has a bone to pick with Sir William 
Ramsey, and in a communication to 
the Academy of Sciences questions 
the results of one of his best known 
experiments. 
Sir 
William 
found 
that under radioactive Influence cop- 
per 
yields 
lithium. 
Mme. 
Curie 
disputes this discovery, and suggests 
that the lithuni came from the glass 
vessel In which the experiment was 
made. 
She tried the game experi- 
ment first in a glass tube, then in 
one of quartz, 
and in 
both 
cases 
found lithium. 
But when she em- 
ployed a platinum vessel the copper 
Baits under the influence of radium 
yielded no lithium at all. 
Hence her 
doubts as to Sir William Ramsay's 
discovery. 
But she is continuing her 
experiments, and will not assert for 
certain that he is wrong before she is 
quite sure.—Paris Correspondence of 
London Telegraph.

whole of an egg. 


Cocoanut

the white of three eggs dry, then cut 
and fold into

covered with a buttered paper, 
Bake 
until slightly browned. 


Candied Sweet Potato Balls—With 
a French cutter scoop balls from raw 
Bweet potatoes; the potatoes should 
first bo neatly pared. 
For a pint of 
balls melt one-fourth a cup of butter 
in a casscrole, add one-four.th a cup of 
maple syrup or sugar, and when very 
hot put in the balls and shake them 
over the fire until quite hot, then 
cover and let cook in the oven till 
tender.

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A young farmer in Kansas is the 
owner of a quarter section of land 
upon which wheat has been grown 
continuously for twenty-five years. 
The production on this farm has de­ 
creased during the last few years, 
and the farmer, knowing nothing of 
any crop but wheat, asked the advice 
of the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington, and was told that he 
had exhausted his farm by the too 
long continued growing of one crop. 
There was the need of the growing of 
some crop that would put back into 
the soil the qualities that the wheat 
had taken from it. 
Even with the 
best results from wheat there would 
bo a greater profit in the farm if 
greater^diversification were indulged 
in. 
The farm was mapped out with 
certain fields in alfalfa, certain in 
coYn followed by peas, certain in tim­ 
othy, and so on, the proportions be­ 
ing such as to provide for tho given 
number of hogs and cattle which were 
known to bring added profit on such 
a farm. 
The exact results that would 
be derived from following these di­ 
rections were twice any sum he had 
ever produced on the farm before. 


A farmer in Ohio wrote that he 
had struggled for twenty years on an 
eiglity-acre farm, heavily mortgaged, 
but had been unable to reduce his 
debt or rise above a poverty that 
made the bringing up of his family a 
humiliation because of the lack of 
any advantages he was able to give 
them. 
He asked if there was any 
hope for him upon the farm, or if he 
might as well give up the fight. 
The 
department requested that he make 
a detailed report of his farm and its 
soils, and upon this it based a plan 
of farming which he was recommend­ 
ed to follow to the letter. 
There was 
a profit the first year of $2000, and 
the department believes that ulti­ 
mately the despised eighty acres can 
be made to yield $5000 a year.— The 
World To-day.

TO CLEAN COAT COLLARS.

have been removed. 


Then sponge with a clean cloth and 
turpentine, or better still, alcohol or 
chloroform, and wipe dry. 


A fresher and smoother looking 
surface is obtained when alcohol or 
chloroform is used, as these two sub­ 
stances evaporate more quickly than 
does turpentine.— New York Press. 


TO CLEAN BLACK DRESSES. 
Remove all dust with a stiff brush. 
To three parts warm water add one 
part liquid ammonia. 
Rub the dress 
thoroughly with a piece of the same 
material. 
Then with a sponge wrung 
out of cold water go over the whole 
surface. 
Iiang the garment in a 
shady place to dry. 


Black dresses may also be cleaned 
by dissolving as much indigo blue in 
water as will make the latter a dark 
shade.

Mine. Curie Disputes Sir W. Ramsey, 


Mme. Curie, who shares with the 
late Pierre Curie, her husband, the 
honor of having discovered radium,

the results of one of his best known 
experiments. 
Sir 
William 
found 
that under radioactive influence cop­ 
per 
yields 
lithium. 
Mme. 
Curie 
disputes this discovery, and suggests 
that the lithum came from the glass 
vessel in which the experiment was 
made, 
She tried the same experi­ 
ment first in a glass tube, then in 
one of quartz, 
and in both 
cases 
found lithium. 
But when she em­ 
ployed a platinum vessel the copper 
salts under the influence of radium 
yielded no lithium at all. 
Hence her 
doubts as to Sir William Ramsay's 
discovery. 
But she is continuing her 
experiments, and will not assert for 
certain that he is wrong before she is 
quite sure.— Paris Correspondence of 
London Telegraph.

Ohio Railroad, a Harriman line, shall 
share the $3,000,000 depot at Pitts- 
burg built for the Wabash by Gould. 
This move saves the Harriman'inter- 
ests off-hand about $4,000.000, as 
arrangements had been made for a 
Pittsburg terminal for the Baltimore 
and Ohio to cost that amount. 


Since consummating this deal Mr, 
Harriman has denied that he is in 
absolute control of the Gould sys- 
tem, 
However, despite his modest 
disclaimer, his influence will inevit- 
ably be so great as to amount prac- 
tically to control. 


The first step taken by Harriman 
in 
his new 
relation to the Gould 
roads was characteristic. 
An order 
Is understood to have been placed for 
$10,000,000 worth of new freight 
cars of pressed steel, of the most up- 
to-date type, to handle the tonnage 
that is expected this fall. 
Harriman, 
who started for the West Immediate- 
ly after the 
financial 
arrangements 
were made, may make a tour of in- 
spection over the Gould lines before 
his return. 


Harriman's influence in the Gould 
lines makes him the undisputed mas- 
ter of nearly 50,000 miles of railway, 
with a capitalization of $1.544.574,- 
700, and outstanding bonds aggre- 
gating in round numbers 
$2,000,- 
000,000, 


And after his stupendous victory, 
the culmination of ten years of the 
hardest fighting known to the world's 
financial 
history, Harriman said: 


"I didn'tvdo these things to make 
money, but merely to help out the 
Bi^uation. 
As I grow older I am be- 
ginning to think ii^ore of my fellow 
man, 
I want to see this country the 
greatest on earth. 
I i;itend to help 
make it such." 


rinancler Was Bora to Poverty, 
The man who at sixty could speak 
in this calm way of his achievements 
was born to poverty. 
He was one of 
the six children of the Bev, Orlando 
Harriman, 
When E. H, Harriman 
was eleven years of age, in 1859, his 
father acted as rector of St. John's 
Church, in West Hoboken, at a salary 
of $200 a year, or less than $4 a 
week. For s§yen years the Harriman 
family remained in West Hoboken on 
this salary, and at the end of that 
time the church 
owed 
the 
rector 
$374 for arrears of salary. 
He set- 
tled with the church for $250, "pay- 
able in six months." 


Young Harriman's only schooling, 
aside from the district school, was 
two years spent at a church school. 
The poverty of his fa^aily compelled 
him to go to work ij;i his early teens. 
He was first a messenger boy in a 
Wall Street oflice. 
He studied the 
Wall Street game to such purpose 
that In 1870, wheA be was twenty* 


two years old, he was able to buy a 
seat on the Stock Exchange and be- 
come a professional trader. 


In the beginning of his 
financial 
career he had the opportunity 
to 
study 
the 
methods 
of Jay Gould. 
Commodore Vanderbilt, Daniel Drew. 
Jim FIsk and the celebrities of their 
active day. 
He gained a knowledge 
of market conditions that Is not sur- 
passed by any.living expert. 
He be- 
gan 
at 
the bottom 
and 
he 
has 
cllmbod all the way to the very top 
of the Wall Street golden ladder, 


"He was a coldblooded little cuss." 
says a friend of his early days on 
the Stork Exchange. 
It was said of 
him that he carried the railroad map 
of the United States pasted in the 
back of his head. 


Harriman always knew what stocks 
were really worth. 
When securities 
sold away below 
their 
value 
ho 
bought confidently, often risking his 
entire fortune on the soundness of 
his knowledge and the clearness of 
his vision. 


It was through the influence of 
Stuyvesant Fish, his associate on the 
Stock Exchange, that he first took an 
active Interest in railroad manage- 
ment. 
In 1SS7 Fish became presi- 
dent of the Illinois Central Railroad 
and Harriman was made vice-presi- 
dent. 
Harriman. then forty years 
old, started in to acquire a solid 
knowledge of practical details of rail- 
roading. 
Before 
he 
finished 
he 
knew all that was to be known down 
to the prices of the most insignificant 
supplies used by any department of a 
railroad. 


Now that Harriman has acquired 
control of the Erie, it is Interesting 
to look 
fifteen 
years to the time 
when the Erie Railroad was in pro- 
cess ^f reorganization by J. P. Mor- 
gan. 
Harriman wanted to reorgan- 
ize the Erie himself, but he lacked 
sufficient capital to do It alone, and 
he was not well enough known then 
to secure allies for the work. 


He lacked weapons then for a fight 
with Morgan, but he went on mak- 
ing money in Wall Street, quietly 
and unostentatiously. 
When his big 
opportunity came in 1S9S, he was 


eough to pay expenses. 
I have slnct 
made a new road of it, and to pro- 
mote economy and convenience of 
management and to benefit the stock- 
holders and the public* I placed It in 
close trafllc relations with the South- 
ern Pacific, the Oregon Short Line, 
the Oregan Railway and Navigation 
Company, the Pacific Mall steamship 
lines and various other railway and 
steamship lines of less Importance. 


"I have practically rebuilt them 
all, have opened up a vast area of 
valuable 
contributing 
territory 
by 
building nearly 7000 miles of new 
road, and have 2260 additional un- 
der 
construction 
or 
projected, 
I 
have shortened distances, have re- 
duced grades, cut out curves, relald 
the tracks with heavy steel 
rails, 
have replaced the wooden 
bridges 
with masonry, have double tracked a 
considerable 
distance 
where 
the 
traflic is the heaviest, have provided 
additional 
terminals 
and 
facilities 
for handling freight, have built eight 
of the finest steamships on the ocean, 
have bought or built 141S locomo- 
tives. 1050 passenger cars and 42,- 
500 freight cars, 


"In these improvements I have 
spent $257,760.700 to promote the 
material development of the States 
and communities traversed by these 
transportation lines. 
They serve the 
people living between the Mississippi 
River and the Pacific Ocean." 


That's what Harriman did. 
How 
he did it shows tfie extraordinary 
mental equipment which is his gift. 
He knows the railroad business fun- 
damentally and absolutely, and 
it 
didn't take much time for him to 
convince- the other members of the 
syndicate that things were better left 
in his hands. 


He had a big map prepared by his 
engineers showing the line of the 
Union Pacific on a large scale. 
This 
he produced at the meeting of his 
new board of directors. 
Under each 
proposed cut in distance, curvature 
and grade was a typewritten slip tell- 
ing in figures the exact cost and what 
would be gained by It. 


"We must get ready to meet the 
traflic," was his argument, and he 
carried his point. 


He not only rebuilt the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad, but he put a pride and 
spirit into its staff. He got rid of its 
president in a peculiarly Harriman- 
esque M'ay. 
It is said that he sum- 
moned Horace Burt, the president, 
to his oflice in New York, to tell him 
that his work in the future would be 
merely to carry out the orders of Mr. 
Harriman. 
Burt came. 
He called 
at Harriman's ofilce and sent In his

still comparatively unknown, though 
he was fifty years of age. 
The pub- 
lished accounts of the undertaking 
at that time make Harriman's name 
subordinate to that of his 
financial 
backers, Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
In fact, 
he was known at the time in Wall 
Street as "Kuhn-Loeb's man," 


This opportunity was the reorgan- 
ization of the badly wrecked Union 
Pacific Railroad. 
Its wreck was one 
of the -worst ever known to railroad 
history. 
It had been in the hands of 
receivers for five years. 
One plan 
after another had been taken up and 
abandoned, 
J, P, Morgan headed a 
syndicate tp rehabilitate the road, 
and then gave up the task in disgust, 
Kuhn, Loeb dS Co., the wealthy 
Wall Street banking house/ repre- 
senting a syndicate, finally made an 
offer for the property, which was ac- 
cepted, and on the last day of Jan- 
uary, 1898, the z'oad was turned over 
to this syndicate, which included, be- 
sides B. H. Harriman, two members 
of the Vanderbilt family, two of the 
Goulds, and several independent cap- 
italists. 
Harriman was looked upon 
as the most humble of the group. 


The Union Pacific at that time was 
merely a main line, 1000 miles long, 
from Omaha to Ogden. 
The syndi- 
cate 
bought 
a group of branches 
called the Kansas Pacific for $6,303,- 
000, 
Altogether the syndicate was 
called on to arrange for less than 
$75,000,000. 
Within three years the 
syndicate received back, in profits, 
every cent that had been put into the 
property. 


In all Wall Street history the cre- 
ation of the ijresent Union Pacific 
system is the most jnarvelous chap- 
ter, 
Here is Harriman's own story 
of the reorganization, which, at one 
stroke, caused him to be looked upon 
as the best all-round practical rail- 
road man in America. 


Harriman's Story of His Success. 
"When I commenced to reorganize 
the Union Pacific in 1898 there was 
no reason why any one of a dozen 
men should not have done it, but 
nobody else seemed 
to 
have 
the 
nerve. 
The road was practically a 
wreck. 
It had been five years In the 
hands of a receiver, and the times 
were so bad that it could not earn 


name. 
He was told to wait. 
He 
waited all day. 
He waited all the 
next day. 
On the third day he still 
waited to see Mr, Harriman, 
Clerks, 
other visitors and office boys came 
and went. 
Harriman still sent out 
word that the chairman of the execu- 
tive committee was too busy to see 
the president. 
Then Mr, Burt re- 
signed, and Harriman took the place 
of president himself and still holds 
tiie oflice. 


In the ten years ending in Janu- 
ary, 1908, the car capacity and the 
engine capacity of the Union Pacific 
were doubled. 
In that time the Har- 
riman policy has given to the West 
practically another railroad equal to 
two railroads of the old standard of 
the Union Pacific. 


Mr, Harriman has been criticised 
for not reducing freight and passen- 
ger charges. 
Whatever financial ben- 
efits have developed from his admin- 
istration have mostly gone to the 
stockholders, of whom he is himself 
said to be the largest. 


However, it is indisputable that he 
has made travel safer, swifter and 
more comfortable, and has contrib- 
uted to the growth of the 
whole 
South Pacific coast in wealth 
and 
general prosperity. 
His policy has 
been liberal in such matters as sta- 
tion buildings, sidings for manufac- 
turers and railroad crossings. 


Mr. Harriman is said to be very 
liberal in the matter of salaries. 
Mr. 
Kruttschnitt 
receives 
$60,000 
per 
year, 
and 
Mr. 
Stubbs 
an 
equal 
amount. 
The salary of J. T. Hara- 
han, Mr. Harriman's president of the 
Illinois Central, is $40,000 per year. 
Others in the Harriman organization 
with large salaries are S. M. Felton, 
$35,000 per year; Samuel McRob- 
erts, $30,000 per year; P. H, Stohr, 
assistant to Mr. Kruttschnitt, $30,00<y 
per year, and E, O. McCormick, as- 
sistant traffic director, $3Q,000 per 
year.

New Way of Taking Sponges 
From 
the Bed of the Sea. 


The Tunisian sponge-fishing 
indus- 
try until a few years ago was pmcticed 
in a most primitive 
manner 
by free 
divers who by the duties of their pro- 
fession considerably endangered their 
ungs and health. 
This method 
has 
been more and more superseded during 
recent years by the use of diving out- 
fits, while a further ttep 
toward 
a 
more convenient and hygienic practice 
has been 
recently 
taken 
by 
Abbe 
Raoul at Carthage by the construction 
of a fishing boat in which the subma- 
rine principle is applied most effective- 
ly to the purpose of that 
peaceful in- 
dustry. 


The boat, which has been built ou 
Abbe RaouFs plans, consists mainly of 
a sphero-cylindrical buoy on which a 
cuix)la giving' access to 
the 
interior 
has been fitted. 


The interior of 
the boat 
contains 
two compressed-air tanks, 
receiving 
air at 330 pounds pressure, and three 
water-ballast tanks 
by the 
aid 
of 
which the diving and rising motion is 
obtained. An iron ballast 1,500 pounds 
in weight attached below the bottom 
can be disengaged from within in or- 
der quickly to raise the boat to 
the 
surface in the case of danger. 


On arriving at the bottom of the sea 
the diving boat Is free to travel over 
the latter by means of a roller fitted 
to one end, Its pi'opulslon being effect- 
ed by two submaiine 
oars 
actuated 
from within. 


The fishing apparatus Is a pair 
of 
pincers. 
These pincers are 
actuated 
from within and are free to occupy 
any angle Insido of 
â given sector— 
which is limited by the ball 
joint of 
their handle. 
They are likewise sus- 
ceptible of a rotation round their axis. 
All the different operations are fa- 
cilitated by electric lighting 
supplied 
by a system of four ten-candle lamps 
attached inside of the vessel 
to 
the 
bowspirlt bibbs.—Technical World.

He is the 
first man in the United States to con­ 
trol an ocean to ocean railroad. 
For 
years he has looked forward to run­ 
ning 
sleeping 
cars 
and 
complete 
trains from New York to San F ra n ­ 
cisco over his own lines. 
Now, at 
sixty, he is 
putting 
the 
finishing 
touches to his colossal task. 


In ten years Harriman has created 
an epoch in railroad history. 
At 
fifty he had practically retired from 
the Wall Street brokerage business, 
which had brought him a compara­ 
tively small fortune. 
When his op­ 
portunity 
came 
to reorganize the 
Union Pacific Railroad in 1898 he 
was already ten years past the age 
set by Dr. Osier as the termination of 
m an’s usefulness. 


He is the most striking personality 
Wall Street has known since the days 
of Jay Qould. 
Like Gould he is not 
popular there. 
No great railroad 
man has cost Wall Street so much 
money as Harriman, and none has 
ever done so much for his stockhold­ 
ers.

marks the dimming of the Gould 
railroad system. 


Gould Did Not Take Opportunity, 


H arrim an’s

who started for the West immediate­ 
ly after the financial arrangements 
were made, may make a tour of in­ 
spection over the Gould lines before 
his return. 


H arrim an's influence in the Gould 
lines makes him the undisputed mas­ 
ter of nearly 50,000 miles of railway, 
with a capitalization of $1,544,574,- 


two years old, he was able to buy a 
seat on the Stock Exchange and be­ 
come a professional trader. 


In the beginning of his financial 
career he had the opportunity to 
study the 
methods of Jay Gould, 
Commodore Vanderbilt, Daniel Drew, 
Jim Fisk and the celebrities erf their 
active day. 
He gained a knowledge 
of market conditions that is not sur­ 
passed by any.living expert. 
He be­ 
gan at the bottom and 
he 
has 
climbed all the way to the very top 
of the Wall Street golden ladder, 


“ He was a coldblooded little cuss," 
says a friend of his early days on 
the Stock Exchange. 
It was said of 
him that he carried the railroad map 
of tho United States pasted in the 
back of his head. 


Harriman always knew what stocks 
were really worth. 
When securities 
sold away below 
their 
value 
he 
bought confidently, often risking his 
entire fortune on the soundness of 
his knowledge and the clearness of 
his vision, 


It was through the Influence of 
Stuyvesant Fish, his associate on the 
Stock Exchange, that he first took an 
active interest in railroad manage­ 
ment. 
In 1887 Fish became presi­ 
dent of the Illinois Central Railroad 
and Harriman was made vice-presi­ 
dent. 
Harriman, then forty years 
old, started in to acquire a solid 
knowledge of practical details of rail­ 
roading. 
Before 
he 
finished 
he 
knew all that was to be known down 
to the prices of the most insignificant 
supplies used by any department of a 
railroad. 


Now that Harriman has acquired 
control of the Erie, it is interesting 
to look back fifteen years to the time 
when the Erie Railroad was in pro­ 
cess «of reorganization by J. P. Mor­ 
gan. 
Harrim an wanted to reorgan­ 
ize the Erie himself, but he lacked 
sufficient capital to do it alone, and 
he was not well enough known then 
to secure allies for the work. 


He lacked weapons then for a fight 
with Morgan, but he went on m ak­ 
ing money in Wall Street, quietly 
and unostentatiously. 
When his big 
opportunity came in 1S9S, he was 


eough to pay expenses. 
I have sinct 
made a new road of it, and to pro­ 
mote economy and convenience of 
management and to benefit the stock­ 
holders and the public* I placed it in 
close traffic relations with the South­ 
ern Pacific, the Oregon Short Line, 
the Oregan Railway and Navigation 
Company, the Pacific Mall steamship 
lines and various other railway and 
steamship lines of less importance. 


“1 have practically rebuilt them 
all, have opened up a vast area of 
valuable 
contributing territory by 
building nearly 7000 miles of new 
road, and have 2260 additional un­ 
der 
construction 
or 
projected. 
I 
have shortened distances, have re­ 
duced grades, cut out curves, relaid 
the tracks with heavy steel rails, 
have replaced the wooden bridges 
with masonry, have double tracked a 
considerable 
distance 
where 
the 
traffic is the heaviest, have provided 
additional 
terminals 
and 
facilities 
for handling freight, have built eight 
of the finest steamships on the ocean, 
have bought or built 1418 locomo­ 
tives, 1050 passenger cars and 42,-

How 
he did it shows tfie extraordinary 
mental equipment which is his gift. 
He knows the railroad business fun­ 
damentally and absolutely, and it 
didn’t take much time for him to 
convince- the other members of the 
syndicate that things were better left 
in his hands. 


He had a big map prepared by his 
engineers showing the line of the 
Union Pacific on a large scale. 
This 
he produced at the meeting of his 
new board of directors. 
Under each 
proposed cut in distance, curvature 
and grade was a typewritten slip tell­ 
ing in figures the exact cost and what 
would be gained by it. 


“We must get ready to meet the 
traffic," was his argument, and he 
carried his point. 


He not only rebuilt the Union Pa­ 
cific Railroad, but he put a pride and 
spirit Into its staff. 
He got rid of its 
president in a peculiarly Harriman- 
esque way. 
It is said th at he sum­ 
moned Horace Burt, the president, 
to his office in New York, to tell him 
th at his work in the future would be 
merely to carry out the orders of Mr.

Financier Was Born to Poverty, 
The man who at sixty could speak 
in this calm way of his achievements 
was born to poverty. 
He was one of 
the six children of the Rev. Orlando 
Harriman. 
When E. H. Harriman 
was eleven years of age, in 1S59, his 
father acted as rector of St. John’s 
Church, in West Hoboken, at a salary 
of $200 a year, or less than $4 a 
week. For sgyen years the Harriman 
family remained in West Hoboken on 
this salary, and at the end of that 
time the church 
owed 
the 
rector 
$374 for arrears of salary. 
He set­ 
tled with the church for $250, “pay­ 
able in six months." 


Young Harrim an's only schooling, 
aside from the district school, was 
two years spent at a church school. 
The poverty of his family compelled 
him to go to work iji his early teens. 
He was first a messenger boy in a 
Wall Street office. 
He studied the 
Wall Street game to such purpose 
that in 1870, whei* he was twenty- 


offer for the property, which was ac­ 
cepted, and on the last day of Jan ­ 
uary, IS 9 8, the road was turned over 
to this syndicate, which included, be­ 
sides E. H. Harriman, two members 
of the Vanderbilt family, two of the 
Goulds, and several independent cap­ 
italists. 
Harriman was looked upon 
as the most humble of the group. 


The Union Pacific at that time was 
merely a main line, 1000 miles long, 
from Omaha to Ogden. 
The syndi­ 
cate 
bought 
a group of branches 
called the Kansas Pacific for $6,303,- 
000. 
Altogether the syndicate was 
called on to arrange for less than 
$75,000,000. 
Within three years the 
syndicate received back, in profits, 
every cent that had been put into the 
property. 


In all Wall Street history the cre­ 
ation of the present Union Pacific 
system is the raost piarvelous chap­ 
ter. 
Here is Harriman's own story 
of the reorganization, which, at one 
stroke, caused him to be looked upon 
as the best all-round practical rail­ 
road man in America. 


H arrim an’s Story of His Success. 
“ When I commenced to reorganize 
the Union Pacific in 189S there was 
no reason why any one of a dozen 
men should not have done it, but 
nobody else seemed 
to 
have 
the 
nerve. 
The road was practically a 
wreck. 
It had been five years in the 
hands of a receiver, and the times 
were so bad tlvat it could not earn 


name. 
He was told to wait. 
He 
waited all day. 
He waited all the 
next day. 
On the third day he still 
waited to see Mr. Harriman. 
Clerks, 
other visitors and office boys came 
and went. 
Harrim an still sent out 
word that the chairman of the execu­ 
tive committee was too busy to see 
the president. 
Then Mr. B urt re­ 
signed, and Harrim an took the place 
of president himself and still holds 
the office. 


In the ten years ending in Janu­ 
ary, 1908, the car capacity and the 
engine capacity of the Union Pacific 
were doubled. 
In that time the H ar­ 
riman policy has given to the West 
practically another railroad equal to 
two railroads of the old standard of 
the Union Pacific. 


Mr. Harrim an has been criticised 
for not reducing freight and passen­ 
ger charges. 
Whatever financial ben­ 
efits have developed from his admin­ 
istration have mostly gone to the 
stockholders, of whom he is himself 
said to be the largest. 


However, it is indisputable that he 
has made travel safer, swifter and 
more comfortable, and has contrib­ 
uted to the growth of the whole 
South Pacific coast in wealth and 
general prosperity. 
His policy has 
been liberal in such matters as sta­ 
tion buildings, sidings for manufac­ 
turers and railroad crossings. 


Mr. Harriman is said to be very 
liberal in the m atter of salaries.

Others in the Harrim an organization 
with large salaries are S. M. Felton, 
$35,000 per year; Samuel McRob- 
erts, $30,000 per year; P. H. Stohr, 
assistant to Mr. Kruttschnitt, $30,00$ 
per year, and E. O. McCormick, as­ 
sistant traffic director, $3Q,000 per 
year.

New Way of Faking Sponges From 
the Bed of the Sea. 


The Tunisian sponge-fishing 
indus­ 
try until a few years ago was practiced 
in a most primitive manner by free 
divers who by the duties of their pro­ 
fession considerably endangered tlie'ir 
llungs and health. 
This method 
has 
/been more and more superseded during 
recent years by the use of diving out­ 
fits, while a further step 
toward 
a 
more convenient and hygienic practice 
has been 
recently 
taken 
by 
Abbe 
Raoul at Carthage by the construction 
of a fishing boat in which the subma­ 
rine principle is applied most effective­ 
ly to the purpose of that peaceful in­ 
dustry. 


The boat, which has been built on 
Abbe Raoul’s plans, consists mainly of 
a sphero-cylindrical buoy on which a 
cupola giving* access to 
the 
interior 
has been fitted. 


The interior of 
the boat 
contains 
two compressed-air tanks, receiving 
air at 330 pounds pressure, and three 
water-ballast tanks 
by the 
aid 
of 
which the diving and rising motion is 
obtained. An iron ballast 1,5C0 pounds 
in weight attached below the bottom 
can be disengaged from within in or­ 
der quickly to raise the boat to 
the 
surface in the case of danger. 


On arriving at the bottom of the sea 
/ the diving boat is free to travel over 
1 the latter by means of a roller fitted 
to one end, its propulsion being effect­ 
ed by two submarine oars actuated 
from within. 


The fishing apparatus is a pair 
of 
pincers. 
These pincers are 
actuated 
from within and are free to occupy 
any angle inside of a given sector— 
which is limited by the ball 
joint of 
their handle. 
They are likewise sus­ 
ceptible of a rotation round their axis. 
All the different operations are fa­ 
cilitated by electric lighting supplied 
by a system of four ten-candle lamps 
attached inside of the vessel 
to 
the 
bowspirit bibbs.—Technical World.

the "roof garden of Xew England." 


Many of these have been obliged 


to return to homes and offices, but 
hundreds are still lingering for that 
most magnificent of all seasons ;P the 
mountains—Autumn — and hundreds 
more, in towns and cities far and 
near, are packing trunks and suit 
cases in eager anticipation of au au- 
tumn trip to the glorious White hiJls. 


More and more our American peo- 


ple are beginning to appreciate the 
virtues of a fall outing iu the 
mountains and the lake country. In 
many respects it is the ideal period 
of the entire year for outdoor life and 
recreation. 
Xot only is it marked by 


more comfortable temperature than 
July and August, but there is a clar- 
ity of atmosphere and tonic of air 
that add fifty per cent, to the comfort 
and pleasure of out-of-door existence.

The poet Tennyson once related to 
Captain M. Gordon McCabe a peril- 
ous adventure that befell his father 
•while a guest of Lord St. Helens, the 
English ambassador to Russia.

guarded allusion was made to the 
death of Czar Paul.

iMaj^azine tells the story as follows: 


My father, said the laureate, was

most 
impulsive 
man, 
and 
al- 
Avays spoke out whatever was upper- 
most in his mind. 
He leaned over, 
almost across the breast of some Rus- 
sian dignitary covered with decora- 
tions, who sat next to him. and cried 
out in his 
quiclv, 
impulsive 
way, 
''Why. St. Helens, what's the use of 
speaking so gingerly about a matter 
so notorious? 
We know well enough 
in fengland that the Emperor Paul 
•was murdered in the 
Mlkhailovski 
Palace, and we know exactly who did 
It. 
Count Zol^off knocked him down, 
and Benningsen. and Count Pahlen 
strangled him.'* 


An appalling hush fell for a mo- 
ment upon the table, and then Lord 
St. Helens at once rushed into some 
subject discreetly foreign to the mat- 
ter under discussion. 


It*s the custom in Russia to go af- 
ter dinner into another room where 
the samovar is, and have tea. 
As the 
•company rose Lord St. Helens, stand- 
ing at the door as the guests filed 
out, gave my father a meaning look 
to drop iJehlnd the rest. 
As my 
father came up to him, he said, in a 
hurried whisper: 


"Don't go into the next room, but 
ily for your life. 
No flag can pro- 
tect you in such a country as this. 
The man next to you, across whose 
breast you leaned, was Count Pahlen, 
one of the most powerful nobles in 
Russia. 
Zoboff was at the table, too. 
and you have publicly charged both 
of them with being assassins. 
If 
you don't get away to-night, you'll 
be inside the dungeons of St. Peter 
and St. Paul within forty-eight hours. 
Go to a Scotch merchant, whom I 
know, just outside of Odessa (giving 
him the name), and he will conceal 
you until I can contrive to get you 
out of the country, if it be possible. 
Post to-night—the fastest horses you 
can get, 
I'll keep the company as 
late as I can. 
Don't even stop to 
change your clothes." 


My father rushed away to his ho- 
tel. called up his courier, and made 
him 
order 
a 
four-horse 
droshky, 
while he literally pitched his clothes 
Into his portmanteau. 
Pie posted all 
night and next day, still in his even- 
ing clothes, although 
the 
weather 
•was bitterly cold; but he had a clev- 
er courier, and found his Scotchman, 
in whose house he lay concealed for 
weeks. 


St. Helens managed to get a mes- 
sage to him to be on the alert, and 
when he heard t,he 
horn 
of 
the 
••'qreen's .messenger" 
blown 
three 
times, to be ready to go with the man 
who gave tho- signal. 
At last, one 
•stormy night, lie heard the welcome 
sound, and disguised as a servant of 
the messenger, who was going home 
with dispatches, and for whom an 
English frigate was waiting at Odes- 
sa, got safely on board, and so back 
to England.

than ever before in my life. I hadn't 
a doubt that he meant mischief. 


I missed the car I meant to take, 
and I knew that at that hour of the 
night it would be a long time before 
another would come along; so I just 
hurried on. hearing those pursuing 
footsteps behind me. 
At every shad- 
owy place I expected an attack. 
In 
fancy I felt the man's breath On my 
face and the grasp of his ugly hand 
or my shoulder. 
How I longed to 
see a policeman, but no one v/as in 
sight. 
So I walked on and on to my* 
own door, and when I was within its 
shelter I was too overcome to stand.

ly imposing than there. 


Since early July the hotels, board- 
ing houses and camps throughout the 
White Mountain region have 
been 
filled to overflowing with "vacation- 
ists'' from every State of the Union, 
reveling in the matchless scenery and 
air and incomparable outdoor life of 
the **roof garden of New England.'' 


Many of these have been obliged 
to return to homes and offices, but 
hundreds are still lingering for that 
most magnificent of all seasons in the 
mountains—Autumn — and hundreds 
more, in towns and 
cities far 
and 
near, are packing trunks and suit 
cases in eager anticipation of an au- 
tumn trip to the glorious White hills. 


More and more our American peo- 
ple are beginning to appreciate the 
virtues 
of 
a 
fall 
outing 
in 
the 
mountains and the lake country. 
In 
many respects it is the ideal period 
of the entire year for outdoor life and 
recreation. 
Not only is it marked by 
more comfortable temperature than 
July and August, but there is a clar- 
ity of atmosphere and tonic of air 
that add fifty per cent, to the comfort 
and pleasure of out-of-door existence.

The poet Tennyson once related to 
Captain M. Gordon McCabe a peril­ 
ous adventure that befell his father 
while a guest of Lord St, Helens, the 
English ambassador to Russia.

was during a state dinner, and some 
guarded allusion was made to the 
death of Czar Paul. 
The Century 
Magazine tells the story as follows: 


My father, said the laureate, was 
a 
most impulsive man, 
and 
al­ 
ways spoke out whatever was upper­ 
most in his mind. 
I-Ie leaned over, 
almost across the breast of some Rus­ 
sian dignitary covered with decora­ 
tions, who sat next to him, and cried 
o u t in his 
quick, 
impulsive 
way, 
“ Why, St. Helens, w hat’s the use of 
speaking so gingerly about a m atter 
so notorious? 
We know well enough 
in England that the Em peror Paul 
was murdered in the Mikhailovski 
Palace, and we know exactly who did 
It. 
Count Zol^off knocked him down, 
a n d Benningsen and Count Pahlen 
strangled him .” 


An appalling hush fell for a mo­ 
m en t upon the table, and then Lord 
St. Helens at once rushed into some 
subject discreetly foreign to the m at­ 
ter under discussion.

Not only is it marked by 
more comfortable tem perature than 
July and August, but there is a clar­ 
ity of atmosphere and tonic of air 
th at add fifty per cent, to the comfort 
and pleasure of out-of-door existence. 


This season’s crowning accessory, 
in the mountains, however, is the au­ 
tum nal foliage, which, at the first ca­ 
ressing touch of the frost king trans­ 
forms the landscape into “a grand 
harleqinade 
of 
nature" 
and 
fur­ 
nishes vast color-pictures th at delight 
the eye and stun the senses. 


In every notch, valley and ravine, 
and upon the slopes of every m oun­ 
tain, large or small, the giant brush 
of the Great Painter leaves a riot of 
crimson, orange and gold; and wher­ 
ever stands a maple, sumach or birch, 
there is a living rainbow of color. 


Only in the mountains may the full 
glory and beauty of the autum nal 
foliage be seen and understood, for it 
is only by standing upon the summit 
or higher slopes of some eminence 
and looking down into the brightly- 
carpeted valleys, perhaps a couple of 
thousand feet below, that any com­ 
prehensive idea of the extent and 
magnificence of n atu re’s autum nal 
handiw ork can be gained, 


An adequate description 
of 
the 
Crawford Notch, even in mid-summer, 
has been the despair of many a tal­ 
ented master of literature, but the 
best of them are dumb before the in­ 
describable glory of the Notch in 
mid-Autumn. 


W riting of a visit thither, some 
years ago, the late Samuel Adams 
Drake— one of the best of the White 
M ountains’, biographers— said of the 
approach to the Notch through the 
Saco valley: 


“Myriad flambeaux illuminated the 
deep gloom, doubling the intensity of 
the sun, emitting rays, glowing, re­ 
splendent. 
This splendid light, which 
the heavy masses of orange seemed 
to absorb, gave a velvety softness to 
the lower ridges and spurs, covering

He mentions the naviga­ 
tor’s statem ent that in sailing round 
Africa they had 
the sun on their 
right hand— that is, to the north— 
dismissing this as a traveler’s ta!o 
which he for one could not believe. 
Of course, any voyager around’ Africa 
would see the sun in th at position, 
though no one in Herodotus’ time 
who had not done so would be likely 
to believe it. 
Hence this very detail 
proves the trustworthiness of

When the Rev. Gilbert Bancroft be 
gan his pastorale in Windham, it wa 
felt by the members of the 
village 
church that th^y bad secured all—ir 
fact a great deal more—than they had 
any reason to expedR T hey had treat 
ed themselves to the pleasurable ex­ 
citement of listening to a long line ot

Wolf drives were held In this sec­ 
tion less than a ccntury ago. 
To the 
Herald Dr. Gales writes the following 
interesting* account of a famous drive 
In Tioga county, New York: 


In the year of our Lord 1828, 
the 
wolves then running in this county 
became so numerous and so pestilent 
that the towns of Richford, Berkshire, 
Candor, Union and Lisle held a con­ 
ference over the question and at^that 
meeting it was resolved to appoint 
two men in each town to act sfi a com­ 
mittee to drive the wolves beyond the 
Susquehanna river. 


I can give the names of only two 
men on that committee, these being 
Anthony M. Tyler of this town and 
Horace Gates of the town of ynion, 
there being 110 town of Maine then. In 
addition to the committee other men 
and large boys joined the drive. The 
outfit for each man was a dog, if he 
had one, a gun and plenty of ammuni­ 
tion and a large cow bell. Nights they 
stood on guard, ringing the cow bells 
and shooting off their guns so the 
wolves would not go back. 


The march commenced about half 
way between Hartford Mills and Rich­ 
ford and was formed east 
toward 
Hunt's Corners and west toward Slat- 
erville. 
The signal to march south 
was the firing of a gun 
at 
North 
Richford, 
then 
every 
man 
on the 
line that had a gun fired it and every 
one rang his cow bell. 
At night dry 
trees were set on fire so the men could 
warm themselves and wild 
beasts 
would keep back. 
It must have been 
after the second Tuesday in February, 
for that was town meeting day at that 
time. 


Every man had his knapsack on his 
back full of 
good victuals and could 
replenish it at almost any house he 
came to. 


The order of march was like a half 
moon, the ends of each line ahead of 
the centre. Every day new volunteers 
joined in the march.
